THE moment of truth has arrived‘for the

From Tel Aviv, 
Arok said: ‘‘What I 
Saw over here indi- 
cates that we have the 
ability to win the 
Oceania series. 

Recently installed 
Australian Soccer 
Federation president 
Tan Brusasco said from 
Brisbane: 

“The team has “had 
the best preparation 
we can give them= 

“T sometimes think 
that many people 
don’t realise the merit 
of wins over outstan- 
ding club teams like 
Malmo. 

“Iam sure that 
Frank (Arok) and his 
players will do us 
proud on Sunday.” 

Mr Brusasco re- 
vealed that the ASF 
was seeking sponsor- 
ship to assist in“ having 


star expatriate strikers 
Eddie Krncevic. and 
Frank Farina available 
for the game in Tel 
Aviv and, hopefully, 
for the return game in 
Sydney. 

He added: ‘‘New 
Zealand will always be 
difficult opponents, as 
success against Aus- 
tralia is a badge of 
honour. 

“We want to be in 
Italy in June 1990 for 
the finals, to emulate 
the feat of the 1974 
team in West Ger- 
many.” 

Mr Brusasco was 
assistant-manager of 
the 1965 team — the 
first-ever Australian 
side to play in the 
World Cup competi- 
tion. 

“It’s the first World 
Cup campaign since I 
have taken over the 
ASF chair. 


“['ll be in Sydney to 
cheer the Socceroos 
on to victory,” he said. 

The ASF has priced 
the tickets to make 
them within reach of 
as many patrons as 
possible. 

Adult prices are $15 
for each game — New 
Zealand on Sunday 
and Israel on April 16. 

This week patrons 
can purchase a ticket 
to both games at a re- 
duced price of $25 

Single match entry 
is $5 for both pension- 
ers and children. 


It is believed that 
FIFA regulations re- 
quire World Cup 
games to be played on 
stadia that have com- 
plete seating facilities 
— a requirement that 
is well met by the $62 
million Sydney Foot- 
ball Stadium.

| Arok the perfectionist 
| aims for his 38th win |

AS a coach Frank 
Arok is a perfect- 
ionist and a man 
who is totally de- 
dicated to his pro- 
fession. 

And as always, the 
Aussie supremo has 
left no stone unturned 
to ensure the Soccer- 
oos will clear the 
Oceania qualifying 
hurdle. 


Against the New 
Zealanders on Sun- 
day, Arok will be at 
the helm of a Socceroo 
team for the 81st time 
— a record unequalled 
by any Australian 
football coach in any 
code. 


Patience has always 
been the keyword for 
the dynamic Yugoslav- 
born coach of Hunga- 
rian extraction, now a 
naturalised Austra- 
lian. 

He rode the critic- 
ism heaped on his 
head when he first 
took over the Soccer- 
oos in 1984. 

But he had the last 
laugh on those who 
heaped scorn on his 
tactics to take the Soc- 
ceroos within one 
game of qualifying for 
the 1986 World Cup 
finals. 

Last year’s Bi- 
centennial Gold Cup 
and Olympic Games 
cemented his position 
as one of the very best 
coaches in Australian 
football history. 

The Socceroos 
trounced Argentina 
4-1, then went on to 
reach the quarter- 
finals of the Olympic 
tournament, knocking 
Yugoslavia out 1-0 in 
the before the 
might of eventual gold 
medallists, the USSR, 
took its toll on his de- 
pleted team. 

Let’s not forget, 
however, that the 
Soviets needed two 
penalties and a 
freekick to get the bet- 
ter of Australia, whose 
three goals were only 
conceded on set plays. 

Arok, after the 
Olympics, had to face 
the prospect of 
rebuilding a team 
following the loss of 
key players to Europe, 
injuries and withdra- 
wals from the national 
team. 

Undaunted, he 
brought in several new 
faces, most of whom 
have magically clicked 
and his squad against 
Swedish champions, 
Malmo FF, last month 
gave an excellent 
account of itself to win

vex 's one burning 
ambition is to equal 
the record of friendly 
rival Rale Rasic, who 
remains the only Aus- 
tralian Soccer coach to 
take taken his team to 
the World Cup finals 
— in 1974, 

On current form, 
Arok certainly has the 
players to pull it off, 
even though the final 
hurdle — should the 
Socceroos overcome 
Israel and New Zea- 
land — is a formidable 
one. 

The game against 
New Zealand is the 
45th full international 
the Australians have 
played under Arok. 

Forty-five, coinci- 
dentally, is also the 
number of times Aus- 
tralia and New Zea- 
land will have met 
each other. 

Since Arok took 
over, Australia have 
played 44 full in- 
ternationals, for 21 
wins, 12 draws and 11 
losses. 

The Australians 
have scored 71 goals 
and conceded 41 in the 
Process. 

In all 80 internatio- 
nal games, under 
Arok, the record 
reads: 37 wins, 20 
draws and 23 defeats. 
Goals for 128 and con- 
ceded 76. 

Australian fans will 
be keeping their fin- 
gers crossed that 
Frank Arok’s 81st in- 
ternational match will 
being up victory No. 
38 and our 25th win in 
a full international 
against New Zealand. 


WHEN Austral 


the Sydney Foot- 
ball Stadium on 
Sunday it will be 
the 45th full in- 
ternational be- 
tween the Aus- 
tralasian rivals.

Australia has yet to 
win a World up tie in 
New Zealand. The 
four to date, all played 
in Auckland, resulted 
in draws, 

And at home, Aus- 
tralia won in 1977 and 
1983 by a two-goal 
margin, but also lost, 
in 1981, 2-0 in what 
was Australian Soc- 
cer’s darkest World 
Cup hour. 

If past history 
means anything, the 
current series should 
again be tight,

THREE second half

ney Football Sta- 
dium last Friday. 
‘The Sydney air must 
agree with Souths who 
have scored 75 percent 
of all their goals this 
season in Sydney 
where they also 
thrashed St George by 
the same score. 
To add to the Syd- 
ney connection, all 
three Hellas goals 
were posted by Soc- 
ceroo squad members 
who had spent the 
week in camp there, 
preparing for the 
World Cup match 
against New Zealand.

drivers, bricklayers, 


clerks, just as in Aus- 


tralia. 

Remember Sweden 
played in the final of 
the World Cup against 
Brazil in 1958. 

Denmark were 
greatly admired in 
Mexico with their 
modern, fluid, mid- 
field based game in the 
last World Cup. 

Professionalism 

Not every national 
league club in Austra- 
lia needs to go full 
time for us to have a 
national league com- 
petition that can keep 
some of our stars here 
in Australia. 

We would not keep 
all of them, but some 
would stay and the 
standard of our natio- 
nal league would be 
improved as some 
clubs set the pace with 
full timers, including 
overseas stars. 

It needs for some of 
our top clubs to extend 
their vision, widen 
their horizons, to look 
beyond the boundaries 
of Preston or Black- 
town.

"ITALY’s Soccer 
league has asked 
for $38 million to 
compen e for 
lost income 
caused by work on 
stadiums for the 
1990 World Cup 
finals.

Luciano Nizzola 
told reporters he had 
asked the Italian Soc- 
cer Federation and 
Olympic Committee, 
which manages 
Rome’s Olympic Sta- 
dium, for preliminary 
damages. He said the 
figure did not include 
expected losses for 
next season. 

Stadiums in 10 of 
the 12 cities which will 
stage World Cup 
matches are being up- 
graded, leading to loss 
of gate receipts for the 
First and Second Divi- 
sion clubs who play 
there. 

First division Roma 
and Lazio, who both 
played in the Olympic 
Stadium where the 
final will be staged, 
have already been told 
they must vacate it for 
most of next season. 

“All the clubs have 
suffered damages to 
various extents, those 
who play at home in 
stadiums where work 
is going on and those 
who go to play there 
because their cut of 
the takings has gone 
down,” Nizzola said. 

He said all clubs 
should receive some 
compensation with the 
money coming from 
the Italian Federa- 
tion’s slice of World 
Cup profits. 

Italian Soccer 
Federation president 
Antonio Matarrese 
said his organisation 
would consider dam- 
ages for clubs that had 
been hit hardest. 

“We want to avoid 
any sort of friction 
with the club,’’ he
